We previously advised the Department that 
Mr. William Bradford Huie, author, whose books 
include, "Three Lives for Mississippi" dealing 
with the murder of the three Civil Rights 
workers in June of 1964, was interviewed at his 
home at Hartselle, Alabama, at his request and 
wanted to "bargain" with us. (He would furnish 
us information as provided to him by Ray in 
exchange for currect non-publicized photographs 
of Ray.) We advised our Birmingham Office not 
to "bargain" with Mr. Huie under any circumstanaae] '<■ 
We also advised the Department that Huie has 
obtained notes from James Earl Ray, and Mr. Huie 
is preparing an article in "Look" magazine based 
on these notes. The obtaining of these notes 
was discussed with the Department and they ad- 
vised they are considering the question of ob-' 
taining a search warrant or subpoena duces tecum 
for Mr. Huie's notes and/or calling Mr. Huie 
before a grand Jury. 

The attached is in response to our memo- 
randum which stated that unless promptly advised 
to the coptrary, we would furnish information 
referred to the above to Mr. Phil M. Canale, Jr.,i 
State Attorney General, Shelby County, Tennessee, ! 
who is handling the state's prosecution. , 

This will be followed with the Department. 
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
